Washington, April 27.—Reports from 
Copenhagen of persistent rumors from 
Finland that Grand Duke Alexis Niko- 
laievitch, son of “the former czar of 
Russia, has been proclaimed emperor 
of Russia, were taken here to indicate 
that Germany was attempting to car- 
ry through a well formulated plan for 
restoring a monarchy in that revolu- 
tion-torn country. 

While no reports of a new revolt in 
Petrograd have been received at the 
ptaté department from Ambassador 
Francis at Vologda, news of an upris- 
ing would not come as 4 surprise. It 
long has Been believed here that Ger- 
many’s real purpose was to restore the 
monarchy supported by German influ- 
ence, money and intrigue. 

The removal of the Bolsheviki gov- 
ernment from the capital to Moscow is 
believed to have paved the way for car- 
rying out of the German plan. Reports 
have been received here that German 
; soldiérs formerly prisoners in Russia, 
have been overrunning the capital and 
have made of it a German center.

Upon the grounds that municipal 
boards have no power to enact legis- 
lation, prescribe rules and regulations 
that carry a penalty for their viola- 
tion; or make rules and regulations 


that prescribe a fule of action for oth- 
er persons than members of the board 
or departments under the supervision 
of the board, City Attorney James L. 
Mayson has delivered an opinion in 
which he declares the drastic rules and 
regulations recently adopted by the 
Atlanta board of health, for the con- 
trol of social diseases, are illegal and 
cannot be enforced. 

Mr. Mayson also bases his opinion 
upon the principle that the city coun- 
ceil exceeded its authority in enacting 
legisiation that gave the board of 
health a blanket power to enact such 
drastic regulations, and he further 
questions the city council’s right to 
enact an ordinance that provides for 
the detention of a prisoner in the 
stockade, or other place for the pur- 
pose of forcing treatment upon him, 
after the said prisoner had paid his 
fine, or served his term of sentence. 

| Placarding Is Iiegal. 

Another feature of the regulations 
adopted by the board of health under 
the blanket power given it by council, 
which is questioned by the city attor- 
ney, is that of placing placards on the 
domiciles of persons who refuse to 
ascribe to the regulations and submit 
themselves to treatment for social dis- 
eases.

SENT 10 NETHERLANDS, 


German Minister to Holland 
Is Still at The 
Hague. 


Washington, April 27.—The German 
minister to The Netherlands is still at 
The Hague and did not leave for Ger- 
many as reported, The Netherlands le- 
gation announced today. The Dutch 
minister to Berlin returned to The 
Hague, it was said, to disquss with his 
government the progress of negotia- 
tions with Germany. 

No ultimatum, it was asderted at the 
legation, has been sent to Holland by 
Germany either in relation to the sand 
and grave] dispute or any other ques- 
tions that have arisen. 

The legation took occasion to deny 
that Holland has put an embargo on 
the export of tin, cinchona and kapok 
from the Dutch East Indies, and said 
that the government merely had issued 
an order requiring that exports be 
licensed. This action, it was said, had 
nothing to,do with negotiations be- 
tween Germany and Holland, but was a 
domestic matter in which Holland alone 
was interested.

Holland and Germany, 
the Rotterdam correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph says he understands 
that the Dutch government already has 
taken preliminary steps to bring into 
force certain military measures.

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Paris, April 27.—A description of the 
destruction by French artillery of one 
long-range cannon with which 
the Germans have been bombarding 
Paris is published today by The Petit 
Parisien. 

“All the signs that Bertha (a French 
nickname for the big German guns, 
referring to Bertha Krupp), was go- 
ing to fire had been noticed. The 
smoke curtain had gone up. All around 
there was a chorus of lowd reports. 
Undoubtedly Bertha and two or three 
hundred 70,millimeter naval guns were 
all firing simultaneously to disguise 
the whereabouts of the big’ cannon. 

“After a short pause the firing was 
resumed. This time ten naval guns 
supplied the obligato. French observ- 
ers were on the lookout, however, and 
French guns opened fire in their turn. 


‘The aviators signalled quickly that the 


result of the first salvo was most prom- 
ising. Two heavy shells exploded 250 
yards north ofthe big guns, tearing up 
the railroad tracks: leading to the con- 
crete gun platform. The firing was 
continued, getting closer and closer, 
until finally two enormous shells went 
through the camouflage. Two formid- 
able explosions were heard and.the dis- 
comfited Germans saw Bertha damaged 
beyond repair, with a rent fifty feet 
long in the barrel. The aviators re- 
ported that they could see plainly 
through the camouflage two gapping 
craters in the platform. 

“French gunners then set about pre- 
paring to destroy the third Bertha, but 
thus far they have not succeeded, for 
shells arrived in Paris again during 
the small hours of the night. 

“The long-range gun continued last 
night to fire upon the Paris district,” 
says an official announcement. “There 
were no victims.” 

It is noted that the official statement 
continues to speak of but one weapon 
employed in the bombardment, using 

e word “gun” in the singular num- 

er. In saying that the gun continued 

to fire the statement does not intend 
to indicate a steady bombardment. The 
firing was intermittent, 
shells having fallen.

Obligation Is Twofold. 

“Therefore, the obligation is two- 
fold, and one side is just as impor- 
tant as the other. Bvery American of 
German birth or parentage must act as 
an American, and nothing else,~and if 
he does not so act, he should be treated 
as an alien enemy. But if he acts 
exactly as other good Americans act, 
then it is a shame and a disgrace not 
to treat him absolutely like these other 
good Americans. The immense majori- 
ty of Americans who are in whole or 
in part of German blood are as staunch 
Americans as are to be: found in the 
land. They are serving in our armies 
precisely as other Americans serve.

The health board has proposed to 
have every doctor report the number 
of such cases coming to his attention.

Wassernian tests made of samples of 
their patients’ blood. 

The two ways in whieh the Georgia 
campaign against social diseases will 
advance are through the physicians on 
the one hand and through a publicity 
propaganda on the other. The test ar- 
rangements will aid both.

Lem B. Jackson, director of the Geor- 
gia Bureau of Markets, encouraged by 
the marketing results obtained last 
year with only one field agent in the 
state, is strongly recommending to the 
legislature the addition of four capable 
men to the bureau staff, each to be an 
expert in his line, one ,to deal with 
live stock, another with general prod- 
uce, a third with grain and hay, and 
the fourth with fruit. 

Through a single field man it has 
been possible during the past year to 
organize in many towns and ‘cities 
state market depots where farmers 
could sell their produce in quantities 
small or large on a cash basis. This 
field representative likewise promoted 
and encouraged the erection of feed 
mills, sweet potato curing houses and 
warehouses for the assembling of corn 
and other products. Each of these mar- 
ket units was brought in close touch 
with the state market bureau and kept 
in touch through the bureau’s weekly 
bulletin. 

In his report Director Jackson shows 
that while making a good beginning, 
the work in this direction has but just 
begun and there is splendid opportunitv 
for extending it to the great advan- 
tage both of farmers and consumers all 
over Georgia. 

The report will go to the legislature 
through the usual channels.

Dr. Carl Buenz, who was convicted 
of conspiracy to supply German raid- 
ers from New York, reached Atlanta 


Saturday morning at 10 o’clock an‘ 
began an 18 months’ sentence in the 
United States penitentiary. By his #c- 
tivities in behalf of the German gov- 
ernment for the last four years he has 
become one of the most noted Cer- 
man agents in the United States. 

Dr. Buenz, extremely feeble and 
bowed with 75 years of age, suffering 
from a stroke of paralysis, and having 
to get about in a chair, was immediate- 
ly sent to the hospital and the attend- 
ing physicians are of the opinion that 
he will not live to complete his sen- 
tence.’ A trained nurse and attendants 
accompanied him from New York. 

When the United States entered the 
war, Dr. Buenz was directing head of 
the Hamburg-American Steamship line. 
He was also at one time German am- 
bassador to Mexico and later was con- 
sul general at New York. 

Dr. Buenz’s incarceration in the At- 
lanta prison completes the prosecution 
of a trio of Germans who have been 
unusually active against the United 
States. He was convicted” several 
months ago along with George Kopper 
and Joseph Poppenhouse, employees of 
the Hamburg-American line, on the 
charge of conspiring to supply German 
raiders. Kopper and Poppenhouse were 
brought to Atlanta ‘some time ago by 
United States Deputy Marshal John J. 
but Dr. Buenz appealed his 
case and was released on $10,000 bond. 
He was taken in custody the early 
part of last week when his sentence 
was affirmed by the higher court, and 
left New York April 25 for Atlanta to 
begin serving his sentence.

Washington, April 27.—(Special.)— 
Since the publication of the probability 
of using German prisoners of war, now 
interned at Fort McPherson and at 
Oglethorpe, on road construction in 


Georgia, there has been a great deal 
of inquiry as to the rules and regu- 
lations governing the working of Ger- 
man prisoners. Prisoners of war are 
not prisoners in the sense that they 
are felons, and the United States gov- 
ernment has provided a code for their 
treatment that is intensely liberal, so 
much so, indeed, it may be said that 
if any error has been committed it 
has been on the side of mercy. 

Prisoners of war are composed of 
members of armed forces, military and 
naval, combatants and non-combatants, 
and individuals of enemy alien citizen- 
ship, interned at the reguest of some 
department of the government. 

The Fit and the Unfit. 

Under the supervision of the sur- 
geon of the war prison barracks, all 
prisoners, except commissioned offi- 
cers, are divided into four. classes, 
namely, prisoners fit to perform full 
duty, part duty, no duty and sick. The 
lists of these classes are posted. All 
classes, except commissioned officers, 
and the sick and physically unquali- 
fied are required to work. They may 
be required to work for the public 
service, they may be authorized to 
work. on their own account, and it is 
entirely possible for them, by special 
authority from the secretary of war, 
to be allowed, to work for private per- 
sons or for ¢orporations. 

The enemy alien prisoners are dif- 
ferentiated slightly from the cempul- 
sory labor orders that may be en- 
forced upon the military prisoners. 
The regulations provide that they will 
not be held for compulsory labor ex- 
cept as is necessary for their comfort 
and for the upkeep of their barracks. 

When an order for labor is given, 
which will be only in strict accordance 
with the law governing their treat- 
ment during internment, it must be 
regarded as a military command, and 
prisoners who fail to obey will be pun- 
ished. 

No Excessive Tasks. 

It is also provided in the regulations 
that the tasks assigned to prisoners of 
war shall not be excessive and shal! 
have no connection with the operations 
of war. Bight hours is the recognized 
work day, except where they are as- 
signed to agricultural work, and in 
that event, ten hours. 

German prisoners, of course, recé:ve 
no pay for such work as they may be 
required to perform merely for their 
,comfort, or for the upkeep of their 
barracks, but when the work is for the 
government they will be paid at a rate 
according to the work executed, and 
when for other interests, as branches 
of public service, or individuals or cor- 
porations, the wages shall be determin- 
ed by a mutual arrangement between 
the employer or employing interest and 
the adjutant general of the army. 

Wages of prisoners go toward im- 
proving their position, and the balance 
is to be paid them, individually upon 
their release, after deducting the cost 
of maintenance. Individual money ac- 
counts are thus kept at the internment 
camp. In the event of a transfer these 
accounts are accordingly transferred. 

Rules for Read Work. 

With regard to working the prisoners 
at Fort McPherson specifically on the 
Georgia highways, the following rules 
apply: 

(a) The war department shall continue the 
responsibility of guarding, rationing, cloth- 
ing, quartering, and transporting these 
prisoners, and of providing them with medi- 
cal attention. 

(b) The employer shall furnish the 
equipment, tools and materials required for 
the necessary work; shall be charged with 
the plans and specifications for the work and 
with its superintendence, subject to the pro- 
visions of these regulations. 

(c) The compensation agreed upon for 
such work shall be paki monthly to the 
commandant of war prison barraeks concern- 
ed, and he shall credit, to the accounts of 
individual prisonefs, the amounts actually 
earned by them. 


Working posts are permitted, but 
they are subposts of the basic intern-’* 
ment post. One guard must be provid- 
ed for five prisoners; each working 
camp must have a come aeee officer. 
Prisoners meng fe ing punishment for 
any infraction of rules must be return- 
ed to the basic post, as also must pris- 
oners who require medi treatment. 
Prisoners who are not con8Sidered trust- 
worthy must not be sent to ahs work- 
ing camps, and, of course, only those 
who are listed by the surgeon at the 
internment camp as qth ety A fit to 
perform full duty can @ sent ti work- 
ing camps.

Southern Methodist Gen- 
eral Confererice Convenes 
Thursday Next for Two 
Weeks’ Session. 


MANY DIGNITARIES 
EXPECTED TUESDAY 


Matters of Supreme Impor- 
tance to Be Discussed, In- 
cluding Laymen’s Plan for 
Church Revision and 
Church Union Proposals.

The last preliminary arrangement for 


the coming session of the Southern 
Methodist general conference, which 
assembles in Wesley Mémoral church 


next Thursday morning, has been per- 
fected, and conference delegates and 
dignitaries are expected to begin ar- 
riving Tuesday. Rev. J. H. Eakes 
D. D., chairman of the conference com- 
mittee, and Judge’ John 8. Candler, 
chairman of the local committee’ on 
entertainment, working in conjunction 
with the Hotel’ Men’s association: and 
the Atlanta convention bureau, an- 
nounce that no possible difficulty can 
arise. 

The quadrennial conference will be 
in daily séssion for more than two 
weeks, and will give attention to a 
large volume of important matters. 
Since this conference is the’ one law- 
making body for the entire Southern 
Methodist church, there are to come 
before itnumerous memorials from the 
various annual conferences for desired 
legislation, or changes in the disci- 
pline. 
ered by a large committee appointed for 
that purpose, which will make report 
to the conference body with approval 
or disapproval. 


Matters Before Conference. \ 

Among the large number of memo- 
rials to come up are. the following: 
That laity rights be granted the women 
of the church. That a general board 
for superannuated preachers be pro- 
vided for.

Herbert C. Worthen, general man- 
ager in Atlanta for the Western Union 
Telegraph company, and A. M. Beatty, 
local manager of the Postal Telegraph 
and, Cable company, both stated Satur- 
day that they have no fear of either 
strike or lockout as a result of a 
called meeting of the Commercial Tel- 
egraph union this afternoon. 

Both companies base their statement 
upon the belief that few, if any, of 
their employees will join this union, 
and declare that they do not believe 
such a union can affect the splendid 
loyalty to the companies which is ev- 
idenced by practically all of the em- 
ployees. . 

Austin F. Joyner/ of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ union, in a statement 
given to the newspapers Saturday 
morning, indicated that sérious conse- 
quences might eventually result from 
meetings of that union which are to 
' be held today. Mr. Joyner stated that 
these. meetings will be held all over 
the country simultaneously and that 
they are for the purpose of organiz- 
ing the employees of the ‘telegraph 
companies into a union. It is in the 
possible action of the big telegraph 
lines in the event that such a union 
is successfully organized that the most 
startling results are to be looked for. 

A possible result will be a nation- 
wide interruption of the _ telegraph 
business, according to Mr. Joyner, who 
claims that so far the companies have 
discharged men who have joined the 
union by the wholesale, and Adds fur- 
ther that the heads of the telegraph 
lines have refused to discuss the case 
with the agénts of the department of 
labor. He gives these as reasons on 
which to base a proposed call for a 
strike, and indicates that 75 per cent 
of the employees will join the union 
today, which, he further states, will 
cause a lockout.: 

Trouble Expected. 


Cards annpuncing a big mass meet- 
ing to be held at Labor Temple, 112 
Trinity avenue, have been passed 
among the emplovees of the two com- 
mercial telegraph companies in At- 
lanta, inviting them to attend the 
meeting on “Open Qrganization day,” 
which is named as Sunday.

Ze also makes a statement replying 
to an alleged charge of the Western 
Union to the effect that the Commeér- 
cial Telegraphers’ union is not a trust- 
worthy re ge eg ointing to the 
fact that is union had agreements 
with every telegraph serVice in Can- 
ada for a number of years, including 
the Canadian govérnment service, as 
well as with three large press associa- 
tions in the United States. “The rela- 
tions between the union and the above 
mentioned organizations have always 
been amicable,” said Mr. Joyner. 

Worthen Feels Slight Concern. 

Herbert C. Worthen, spokesman for 
the Western Union in Atlanta, Saturday 
afternoon said that the officials of the 
Western Union felt no uneasiness re- 
garding the action of the employees of 
the company today. But a small per- 
centage of the men, if any, he said, 
would go to the meeting or join the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union. “We 
have great confidence in our employees, 
o whom we give a square deal,” he 
aid, “and we believe they will remain 
loyal to the government, the people and 
the company in this crisis that is now 
upon us. Afl of our men know that 
our company is handling great volumes 
bow business for the government, busi- 
ness which must be handled, and that 
to cripple the telegraph service now 
would be to paralyze an arm of the 
government, as it were. 

“We do not employ members of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union of 
America,” said Mr. Worthen, “not be- 
cause we are against the principle of 
orgnization, but because our experi- 
ence in the past shows us that the 
heads of this organization cannot be de- 
pended upon. We have no grievance 
against the Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers, many of whom we have in our 
employ, making good and faithful em- 
ployees.”’ 


No Lockout Expected. 


Mr. Worthen declared it was true 
that the company had made affidavits 
for exemption for many of their em- 
ployees who were of a great-~.technical 
value to the company, and in turn to 
the government, but added that when 
these exemptions were secured the com- 
pany expressly reserved the right to 
exercise discipline over the men of its 
force, whether exempted from the draft 
or not. 

Mr. Worthen stressed his belief that 
there would be no walkout or lockout 
Monday as a result of employees join- 
ing the union today, and, basing his es- 
timate upon the loyalty of the. em- 
Ployees of his company, he declared 
there would not be more than _ three 
or four of them present. 

The Western Union employs 1,400 
people in Atlanta. 


No Discharges by Postal. 


A. M. Beatty, local manager of the 
Postal Telegraph company, with of- 
fices at 40 North Broad street, de- 
clared that no men have been dis- 
charged by his company here because 
of their affiliation with the _§teleg- 
raphers’ union, and that but few, 
any, of the operators, numbering about 
90, that work for the Postal company 
in Atlanta, are mambers.

NAVAL ENGAGEMENT 
FOUGHT IN ADRIATIC 


London, April 27.—In the engage- 
ment of allied and Austrian light sea 
forces in the Adriatic April 22 the Brit-

MARKET IS HEAVY 
ON GERMAN GAINS 


Rails and Industrials Reg- 
ister Reversals, But in 
Some Cases There Were 
Substantial Recoveries Be- 

' fore Close. 


New York, April 27.—Further German 
aggressions on the western front re- 
sulted in a heavy and dull stock mar- 


ket today. Dividend-paying rails and 
industrials registered extreme reversals 
of 1 to 2 points at the outset, but in 
several noteworthy instances half-way 
rallies and even more substantial re- 
coveries set in before the close. 

United States Steel was a case in 
point, making a gross decline of 1% 
points, but regaining all but a small 
fraction. Shorts extended their com- 
mitments.at the opening, but in the 
main covered before the finish. 

Reversals of 1 to 2 points in such 
rails as Reading, Union Pacific and 

nadian Pacific were largely re- 
trieved, and similar reactions in equip- 
ments and high-priced specialties, in- 
cluding Industrial Alcohol, were wholly 
regained. 

Genera] market news embraced the 
Atchison report for February with a net 
decrease of $931,0005 another break in 
Italian exchange, intimations of re- 
duced or suspended dividends by one 
or more of the automobile manufac- 
turing companies, and the more serious 
attitude of business towards the war 
situation. 

Clearing house institutions fully re- 
covered last week’s moderate contrac- 
tion in actual excess reserves, also re- 
gaining the loss of approximately $26,- 
000,000 reported at that period to the 
local federal reserve bank. 

Bonds were irregular, trading being 
largely confined to Liberty issues, 
which were slightly variable. Total 
sales, par value, aggregated $4,725,000.

SEVERE JOLT GIVEN 
TOBULLS IN CORN 


Prices Undergo a Decided 
Setback on Official Notice 
Speculating in “Hedges” Is 
Violation of Anti-Hoard- 
ing Law. 


cago, April 37.—Official notice 
thaf speculating in “hedges” would be 
considered a violation of the anti- 
hoarding law gave a severe jolt today 
to bullish sentiment on ‘change. 
Largely as a result corn prices under- 
went a decided attack and closed 
heavy, %4c to 4%c net lower, with May 
$1.27% and July $1.48% to $1.485%. Oats 
lost 1%c to 8c net. Provisions finished 
unchanged to 30c down. 

Word from the food administration 
that the anti-hoarding law applied 
more strictly to some varietjes in 
“hedging” than many traders seemed 
to be aware of, came at a time when 
the corn market was naturally sensi- 
tive to news likely to bring about a 
reaction from recent sharp advances 
due to talk of dé@creased acreage. The 
bears had an advantage also from 
sympathy with declines in cotton and 
stocks. Under such_ circumstances, 
liguidation was general and the fall of 
prices was almost a vertical one, from 
start to finish. Even an explicit an- 
nouncement that the embargo on east-, 
bound shipments of grain would take 
effect May 1 failed to act as an offset. 

Oats gave way with corn. Depres- 
sion resulted too from absence of ex- 
port demand. 

In the provisions market the effeét 
of weakness in grain and cotton more 
than counterbalanced the interior of 
higher quotations on hogs.

OWN MOST AUTOMOBILE 


Figures Show That Farmer Has 
Placed. His Stamp of Ap- 
proval Upon Machines. 


Re-emphasisi the fact that patri- 
otism is profitable to the individual as 
well as to the nation, the story of how 
employees of the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber company. of Akron, Ohio, made 
94c an hour out of their war Bardens 
furnishes an interesting sidelight on 
the importance of this angle of the 
food conservation movement. 

One of the first to respond to the 
government's appeal for war gardens, 
the Firestone company placed at the 
disposal of its employees a tract of 
land near its factories which had pre- 
viously been plowed and put into con- 
dition for planting. 

365 Plots Are Furnished. 

Altogether there weve 265 plots. As 
superintendent of the gardens was em- 
ployed. In order to check thé results 
systematically a time clock was in- 
stalled to record the time when each 
gardener started and stoppea work. 
then when the gardeners be ypety the 
vegetables they were weighed or meas- 
ured and their value recorded. This 
idea made the Firestone garden work 
particularly valuable because it allow- 
ed the company to arrive at definite 
figures which should be an iv spira- 
tion to all other big companies and to 
individual home owners as well. 

Working an average of only 2 hours 
29 minutes each week, the 265 patriots 
raised foodstuff valued at $14,205.59. 
For every hour spent on his or her 
garden each individual received as a re- 
turn food products worth 94c at retail 
prices. 

The following statistical summary of 
the Firestone war gardens shows how 
records were kept and how final fig- 
ures were obtained:

When a pitcher has 
two and nothing on a batter, the log- 
ical thing to do is to waste the next 
one or put it where the batter can’t 
oe noe of it right, but Cy Young once 
said: 

“Sometimes I shoot the ball right 
over the plate. If the batter has two 
strikes and no balls, or two and one, 
the chances are he thinks the pitcher 
will waste the next one and he is lia- 
ble to let a good one go by.” 

So the smart pitcher is ever on the 
alert to outguess the batter and the 
base runner. The pitcher who is wise 
never pitches himself out in the first 
few innings, but he conserves his 
strenth when he can, and has nplenty 
of reserve force for the latter part of 
the game. 

Control is another necessary asset to 
the finished pitcher. The world’s 
greatest pitching stars haven't all been 
of the Mathewson, Walsh, Rheulbach, 
Johnson or Alexander type, but many 
of them have won fame with a good, 
fast ball and control used along with 
the necessary brains.

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NON-SINKABLE SHIPS 
ARE TO BE CONSTRUCTED 


New York, April 27.—Construction 
by the Foundation company, of this 
city, at a new yard to be built near 
New Orleans of five non-sinkable 
steel cargo steamers—the first of the 
type to be built in the United States— 
was announced here today. The gov- 
ernment for which the vessels are to 
be constructed was not named. 

Tests of an experimental boat com- 
bining identical features have led 
naval architects to believe that the 
ships will be virtually 
proof,” it was stated by company offi- 
cials. 

The vessels are to be 4,200 tons ca- 
acity. Their hulls will consist of two 
parallel cylindrical shells joined 
throughout their length by a series of 
heavily braced diaphrams. All the 
cylinder shells will not only be di- 
vided into water-tight compartments 
by transverge bulkheads, but they also 
will be entirely separated from each 
other and from all sealed space be- 
tween every two whichis intended to 
provide reserve buoyancy should one 
shell be torpedoed. 

Twin steam engines, each capable 
of bringing the ship into port should 
the other be disabled, are to be pro- 
vided. Because the vessels will ride 
very low in the water, they will be of 
minimum visibility.and offer poor tar- 
gets even to submarines near at hand. 
They will be equipped with defense 
guns. 

The first of the hulls is to be 
launched early next year and is ex-

GERMANS AIDED IN AIR 
BY COLLAPSE OF RUSSIA 


London, April 27.—In urging the 
British nation to an increased output 
of airplanes, The Daily Mail, in an 
editorial, dwells on the importance for 
Germany of Russia’s defection as af- 
fectin supremacy in the air.

Sweetening Drunkards. 


(from Physical Culture.) 

Sugar has given excellent results as 
an’ antidote for “booze.” It is con- 
tended that the alcohol craving may 
be a cry on the part of the system for 
a rapidly oxidized carbohydrate—that 
food element that contributes to heat 
and force. If so, sugar adequately re- 
places and completely satisfies this 
carbohydrate craving. 

In any event, it is most unusual to 
find a heavy drinker who is also a 
large user of sugar, or who is fond of 
candy. Indeed, many drinkers use no 
sugar in their coffee, and have a posi- 
tive aversion for “sweet stuff.” In con- 
sequence, the body, receiving, as_ it 
does, a minimum of sugar, demands a 
maximum of alcohol to replace the 
sugar. : 

So, rich ice cream, chocolate cara- 
mels, cereals with cane sugar, sweet 
fruits, honey and all forms of sweet 
desserts may constitute a pleasant and 


most effective alcohol cure—especially. 


for mild cases, 

Where there is much distate for 
sweets, the change shouid be gradual 
and increasing, so as not to arouse re- 
bellion. In these cases a dram or two 
of lactose, every two hours, in the 
form of a medicinal powder (for its 


' psychie effect) gives admirable results. 


As the amount of sugar taken is in- 
creased, the demand for the alcohol is 
decreased. Alcohol, if taken at all, 
should consist of highly sugared 
liquors, the alcoholic content of which 
should be rapidly reduced in quantity. 
Toddies, juleps, sewet wines and cor- 
dials give best results. 

Under this plan the excessive crav- 
ing for alcohol is relieved in from one 
to four weeks, while many alcoholics 
omit their “booze” entirely in * from 
three to five days. 

During the treatment, which has, to 


/' my. knowledge, been quite frequently 


effective at home, elimination should 
be increased by every known means— 
-_purgatives, hot drinks, sweats, baths, 
etc. And the excess sugars are to be 
gradually withdrawn after the patient 
becomes once more normal.

The newest use of motor trucks, and 
one that is going to touch the largest 
number of people in the most intimate 
way, isin the parcel post service. The 

ostoffice department at Washington 
s establishing inter-city motor truck 
routes, with the primary object of pro- 
viding farmers with a means for mak- 
ing direct shipments of produce to the 
cities. These routes range from 50 to 
125 miles in length and will have daily 
servic@ It is intended that an uninter- 
rupted chain of them shall extend from 
Portland, Maine, to New Orleans. 

These “star” routes have already 
been surveyed, and the postoffice de- 
partment has advertised for bids for 
the operation of motor trucks over 
them. , 

Two other chains have been planned, 
one extending from Lynchburg, Va., to 
Hagerstown, Md., Pittsburg, Columbus 
and Indianapolis, and the other from 
Charleston, W. Va., to Columbus, Umo 
Cincinnati, Louisville, Chattanooga and 
Atlanta. Th total length of these 
three chains is upward of 4,000 miles. 

Where bids are considered exces- 
sively high, the government will buy 
and operate its own trucks. It is now 
operating government-owned trucks on 
the following routes: 

Washington, D: C., to Leonardstown, ° 
Md.; 54 miles. 

Washington to Baltimore, ——. 

Baltimore to Philadelphia, 110 miles. 

Baltimore to Getesyaturs. 53 miles. 

Annapolis to Solomons, Md., 56 miles. 

Trucks operating over these star 
routes (which are routes over which 
mail is not handled under railroad con- 
tracts) will collect -and deliver all 
classes of postal matter, including par- 
cel post, at all postoffices along the 
way. It is estimated by the fourth 
assistant postmaster general, who has 
supervision of the star routes, that to 
extend this system throughout the 
country would require in the neigh- 
borhood of 160,000 trucks. 

As a part of its plans, the postoffice 
department on March 15 increased the 
weight limit of parcel post pockanse 
to seventy pounds for delivery within 
the first, second and third zones, .es¢ 
to fifty pounds for delivery im all other 
zones. This is intended particularly 
to enable the producer to ship larger 
quantities of farm producé.direct to 
consumers.

‘keeping their hares in large dry goods 
‘boxes, and enlurged,to larger quarters, 
as’-their stock increased. A “hutch” 
4 by 8 feet is ample room for a doe 
‘and her family till weaning time. 
‘Smaller hutches are sometimes recom- 
mended, but are nut best for the health 
hares. 

: The writer has often been asked 
‘what he would recommend for a be- 
,ginner to begin with. My reply is 
‘most always to obtain a “breeding 
trio,” that is, two does bred or served 
before shipping, and a buck not re- 
lated to the does or prospective young. 


‘These cost more than younger stock, 


‘but they will* begin to reproduce 


‘themselves at once, and will be repay- 


‘ing their owner, whereas with the 
younger ones the breeder must wait 
‘several months before he will expect 
‘a return. 

Another question that is often asked 
is why a trio rather than a pair? 
Simply this, you can attend to a trio 
in nearly the same time you can a 
pair, but you are serting double the 

rom a pair, 
and the feed cdésts you but one-third 
more. 

Beginners should not ip, by buy- 
ing, say a dozen does to begin with, 
for his herd should icnrease as his ex- 
perience does. As a rule, I think this 
the better advice. 

As a doe raises on an average of 
eight youn to a litter, and can be 
bred four times a year, you can readi- 
ly see where she has the hen beat 
every time. The doe takes care of. her 


‘own young, whereas the chickens must 


be fed and watched closely to raise 
the majority of them. The mortality 
of the young hares is very slight, as 
the mother keeps them in the nest 
box until able to eat the same food 
that she does, and the breéder is call- 
ed upon only to supply a little more 
food than for the doe herself. 

Hares should, of course, not be neg- 
lected, that is. fed one day and neg- 
lected the next. They ought to be at- 
tended to just as regularl as the 
horse or cow, but on the other hand 
one should not overdo the caring for 
the hares. One is as much disastrous 
as the other. Anyone with ordinary 
intelligence can attend to hares with- 
out trouble, especially after they 
have read up in some of the many 
books on the subject. 

Hares can be fed before daybreak 
in the morning or after dark in the 
evening, and they eat just as well as 
in the daytime. The reason of this 
is they are nocturnal in their habits... 

Many people pronounce the hare 
superior to the hen after a trial, but 
because you raise the hares there ig 
no need that you give up the hen, and 
especially so if you, desire to have 
fresh eggs, and this is one thing that 
the hare has never done is to lay 
eggs, at least mine never did, al- 
though one sees many pictures at 
times showing rabbits and eggs to- 
gether, ag much as to say the rabbit 
laid them, but this is fiction and not 
fact. 

In closing, let me say to the pros- 
ective beginner, if you have never 
ried the Belgian and know little or 
nothing about them, give them a trial. 

Be caréful of purchasing your 
foundation stock. Too much stress 
cannot be put on this. Like begets 
like. You cannot raise better stock 
than you buy. Do not expect to get 
good hares for a few cents. is 
cannot be done. Quality and price go 
hand in hand. 


Utility of the Rabbit. 


Much has been said about the 
utility of the rabbit industry. But 
when we conelider the high price of 
meats it makes us feel as if we were 
not doing our part in boosting this 
breed as high as we can. There is a 
constant demand for rabbit meat, 
simply because other meats are 80 
high ani scarce that people can’t af- 
ford to buy them. Every pound of 
meat that can be produced means a 
lower price for the same.

Rabbits as a War Food. 


Judge Willard White, of Collister, 
Ill, offers a suggestion along the 
line of food conservation to the 
housewives of the community. Judge 
White claims that if his idea is carried 
out it will not be necessary to ob- 
serve meatless days and the butcher’s 
bill will be eatly lessened. 

“If every family and public institu- 
tion, such as hospitals and soldiers’ 
homes, would start right in to raise 
rabbits for their own consumption,” 
he says, “their meat bills could be re- 
duced 60 per cent, and at the same 
time they would secure a meat de- 
licious, nutritious food, certainl 
equal to chicken or fowl of any kind. 

“If throughout entire agricultural 
commuhities, towns, villages and not 
over large cities, this suggestion could 
be genérally accepted, the beef supply 
for export could be materially -in- 
creased, and the ‘meatless days’ re- 
main an unknown quantity, wnile the 
grave questions of ‘food conservation 
and production’ would be met and an- 
swered to-an appreciable extent. 

‘A mature doe will preduce 200 
pounds of live. weight a year> For 
many months we have made a care- 
ful and exhaustive study of this in- 
dustry, which with our recent experi- 
ences compels the above conclusions.

ca is saving sugar. Heatless days 
were common in rance long before 
they created talk and opposition in 
America. In the winter of 1916-1917 
France had very little coal. Only a 
limited amount of coal and wood was 
allowed per apartment the past se- 
vere winter. In mine (one. of those 
used in the “home service” work) with 
three bedrooms, large salon and din- 
ing room, kitchen, extra corridor and 
hall we had one small fire every night 
in the salon, no fire in the kitchen ex- 
cept on Sundays, everything was cook- 
ed on gas, and we had hot water only 
twice a week. Everybody washed in 
cold water except on those two red 
letter days. Of course the cold was 
intense, but everything is possible in 
France and is summed up in a phrase 
heard, on every tongue—“C’est la 
guerre.” I am only writing this to 
show you how America can economize 
before she gets uncomfortable, and 
her economy will mean help for-those 
here not strong enough to continue 
fo stand such privation as is necessary 
at present. I think America hardly 
realizes yet how completely, in- 
dividually and collectively, the peopie 
of France and England are at war. 

You can tell some of your extrava- 
gant friends it really means that 
American luxuries are taking the 
nourishment out of people’s mouths 
over here. I am not speaking now of 
anything but waste and unnecessary 
luxuries, the saving on which alone 
will be of unimaginable heip to keep 
them going over. here. Every day 
shows the value of the work of our 
“Home Service for American Soldiers 
Abroad.” The Y. M. C. is doing 
a wonderful work, but we are able to 
render a unique service to the soldiers 
that no other organization can. It 
conflicts with ho other work; it sup- 
plements them all.

It will make better bread 
if it is mixed with wheat flour, say 
one-fourth of wheat flour to three- 
fourths of the corn flour; you can make 
any kind of bread out of it that you 
can with wheat flour; it undoubtedly 
is the best substitute for wheat flour 
that can be had. I have sold a lot of 
it this spring at $6 per bushel. Have 
just sold the last of it 1 had for seed. 
I would like to get the farmers to 
plant a lot of it and eat it and send 
the wheat to France for the allies and 

ive the Germans the d—. I am plant- 
ing more flour corn this year than ever 
before—let us all get in line and whip 
the Huns.” 

WwW. G, F., Portland, Tenn., writas: 
“I have had a limited experience with 
Brazilian flour corn. It is no trouble 
to grow it; plant and cultivate as you 
would any other variety of corn. I 
planted a small amount of it in 1917; 
it did splendidly—yielded two great 
ears to most of the plants; it is a very 
white, chalky corn and splendid sub- 
stitute for wheat flour; it will, if 
ground by the same process, make a 
splendid loaf of bread. I do not think 
it would be as nutritious as wheat 
bread, but if mixed with wheat in equal 
quantities, it would be o. k. It would 
be great if’ we had enough seed for 
a good sized acreage of it this year. 
Plant all the seed of it you can get; 
it will yield from 25 to 650 bushels 
per acre. I sent H. A. Morgan, state 
food director (Tennessee), two ears and 
he wrote me for two bushels to have 
ground to make a test at the Experi- 
ment station, but I did not have that 
amount to spare as I wanted to plant 
what I had. It will make a fine white 
bread, better than common white corn, 
I know, for I have tried it; so do not 
be skeptical about planting it—it is all 
right and a good thing.” 

Can Be Grown in South. 

These letters, with those published 
last week, give evidence from North 
Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee and Flori- 
da that this razilian flour’ corn can 
be successfully grown in the south- 
eastern states and that in these days 
when the use of wheat is being some- 
what limited, this corn is one of the 
very best substitutes that can be em- 
ployed for wheat, and that it is of value 
also for mixing with the wheat, in that 
it is possible to make what we term 
light bread of it, either alone or in 
combination with the wheat flour. 

Our correspondents are agreed that it 
yields better than does the common 
corn, but do not agree as to the yields 
it will actually make; we are inclined 
to think that this difference, though, 
can easily be explained by differences 
in elevation, climate and soil, where 
grown. One could expect differences 
in yields in different fields of the same 
farm or under different methods of 
management on adjoining farms, so 
that great differences in yields in ter- 
ritory represented by these replies are 
easily possible. 

One of the writers calls attention to 
the fact that it is probably less nutri- 
tious than wheat. We have no analyses 
of this corn at hand, nor, as we have 


previously admitted, do we know the. 


corn sold under this name; but from 
the descriptions given we incline to 
the belief that this is one of the soft 
corns of the Cuzco type in which the 
corneous endosperm is conspicuous by 
its absence; that is, the split kernel 
will shaw all white starch and nane 
of the®horny starch which would. be 
found in a split kernel of our ordinary 
corn. The Cuzco corn has the largest 
kernels of any known variety; our cor- 
respondents have, however, not men- 
tioned any difference in size of ker- 
nels from ordinary corn and it is pos- 
sible we may be mistaken in our classi- 
fication of it. If we are right in clags- 
ing it with the soft corns, it is well to 
emphasize the fact that it is less nu- 
tritious than our common corn, or at 
least we may say that it is more un- 
balanced, in that it consists almost 
wholly of starch and there is little 
protein in it. Therefore it is well, if 
one is planning to raise this corn, or 
if a family is depending upon it for 
flour (or depending largely on corn 
of any kind), to plan to have some- 
thing to mix with the flour, or at least 
to eat at the same time, to offset the 
lack of protein or nitrogenous mat- 
ter in it. 

This may be done by mixing in with 
the wheat and corn flour a certain 
amount of soybean or peanut flour, 
these flours being considerably richer 
in protein than are either the corn, 
the wheat or the flour corn. Recipes 
for using these with wheat flour call 
usually for one part of these to 
three parts of wheat flour; then if 
further dilution of the wheat flour is 
wanted, it might be brought about by 
using one part of the flour corn, one 
part of the soybean or peanut flour 
and two parts of wheat flour, or if this 
corn has the merits toward the mak- 
ing of light bread which is claimed for 
it, it might substitute for one and one- 
half or two parte of wheat flour in 
the mixture. 

Farmers’ Bullegin No. 955 (Washineg- 
ton, D. C..) give® a number of recipes 
for using wheat substitutes though 
there is no mention of the use of the 
Brazilian flour corn.

HICKEN CORN. 


H. H. S., Hilltonia, Ga., sends the fol- 
lowing in regard to Egyptian wheat: 
I am having inquiries as to whether 
Egyptian wheat (about which I wrote 
last year) grows like our native wheat 
and does it make fine flour, will the 
frost kill it and so on. 

“KHevptian wheat does not resemble 
the native wheat, but grows very much 
like sorghum and should be planted 
and cultivated very much the same. 
Cold will kill it the same as corn. 
Tt would not make flour like what 
we buy, but it would be more like 
corn meal, as the composition is very 
much the same as corn. Its greatest 
value, as I see it, lies in its ability 
to produce such large grain yields, 
especially on poor land, as it will do 
well on land too poor for almost any- 
thing else, making two to three times 
as much as corn would on same land. 
It is one of the best poultry feeds we 
have, and now with our nation at war 
and our people and_allies greatly itn 
geed of meat and ouf government call- 
ing upon us to increase our poultry 
output, we are sorely in need of home- 
raised poultry feed. If every farmer 
in the south had planted one acre of 
Egyptian wheat last year we would 
have this feed now and thereby save 
the south hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. I believe it the patriotic duty 
of our farmers to do the best they 
can to raise the stock and the poultry 
to supply our army and our allies and 
also to raise the feed, and Egyptian 
wheat will go a long way toward 
doing this as it is equally as good 
for hogs as for poultry. I believe oth- 
ers are of the same opinion as myself 
in this, as I have sold seed to farmers 
from North Carolina to Texas, and have 
also sold to seed houses, but have yet

started operations at the admiralty. 
It is clear that, at 70, the famous 
head of the greatest shipbuilding and 
engineering organization in the world, 
the firm of Harland & Wolff, of Bel- 
fast, has lost little of the dynamic en- 
ergy which, plus concentration, imag- 
ination and an inflexible will, turned 
him, from a poor Irish’ boy, with no 
friend but the most devoted of moth- 
ers into a multi-millionaire, a peer of 
the realm, and a mighty force in the 


Above all, Great Britain needs ships 
and yet more ships and needs them 
quick. Since the tonnage situation be- 
came acute, Lord Pirrie’s firm, of which 
he is still the directing genius, has 
built ships faster than any other. When 
the call first came for standard steam- 
ers to counter the German submarine, 
no red tape had to be unwound at the 
great Queen’s Island shipyard at Bel- 
fast, or at the other big yard at Glas- 
gow, which Lord Pirrie has laid out 
within quite recent years. It was sim- 
ply a case of setting to at once to 
turn out what the country needed, 
Results That Count. 

The result was disclosed by the first 
lord of the admiralty in his house of 
commons speech, on tonnage. Lord Pir- 
rie, Sir Eric Geddes said, had construct- 
ed standard ships and oilers in far 
shorter time than any other builder— 
not only at Belfast, but also on the 
Clyde.

Hon. Wil- 
liam Pirrie, knight of the Order of St. 
Patrick, privy councillor and first 
baron of his line, stands out as the

The story of his rise is an inspiring 
as any that an ambitious boy could be 
given to read and ponder.

Both 
of his parents, however, were Irish, his 
father’s family having been Ulster folk 
for many generatons back. So when, 
just a year after the present Baron 
Pirrie’s appearance upon the scene, the 
elder Pirrie died, his widow returned 
to Belfast with her infant son who, 
in the fullness of time, because a pupil:

A Treasured Volame. 

Not. only did she start him, both by 
precept and example, in the way in 
which she meant him to go, but, in a 
little manuscript book, she wrote down 
for him in simple sentences, a code of 
moral laws of her own framing. On 
the code the youthful Pirrie based 
his career. The treasured little volume 
in which his, mother wrote down her 
thoughts and“ aspirations concerning 
him has never been far from his hand. 
It has accompanied him on his many 
voyage and lain snug in his pocket 
while he was negotiating deals with the 
princes of money and industry on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

When he was barely 15, and had 


lonly the rudiments of an education, cir- 


cumstances made it -necessary —- that 
“Willie” Pirrie should find work. The 


boy, who drew cleverly, always had a 


bent for ships and shipping, and thus

got it. This mighty firm of shipbuild- 
ers, which now turns out more tonnage 
than any other in existence, then was 
in its infancy. Sir Edward Harland, 
as he afterwards became, was an Eng- 
lishman who had learned the art of 
shipbuilding and conceived the idea 
that Belfast had a great future; G. W. 
Wolg, who afterwards was elected to 
parllament as member for East Belfast, 
came in as a partner some years later, 
and brought a considerable capital. 
But when in 1862,young Pirrie applied 
for and got his job, the firm, which now 
employs some 15,000 men, had berths 
for only about 100. 


Rapidly He Rose. 

Young Pirrie joined the firm as a 
draughtsman-apprentice, and soon 
showed of what stuff he was made. He 
took lodgings as close to the works 


as he could get, and was the first to ar- 
rive in the morning, and the last to 
quit at night. With his mother’s max- 
ims in his head and her inspiring in- 
fluence ever behind him, he soon made 
his mark. Rapidly he rose in favor. 
He had a good head and an observant 
eye, and never spared himself. By de- 
grees he was entrusted with more and 
more important work. By the time he 
was 22 he was Harland & Woff’s chief 
draughtsman, and responsible for the 
designs of what were then some of the 
largest and most”’notable of merchant 
vessels. At 27 he was a partner in and 
the live-wire of the firm. He proved 
a perfect genius at shipbuilding, and 
the business advanced by leaps and 
bounds. 


Pirrie, who saw from the first that 


the future lay with the big ship, really 
was the inventor of the modern liner of 
enormous dimensions and luxurious 
equipment.’ He it was who built the 
first leviathan, the Teutonic, for the 
White Star Line (which he previously 
had helped Henry Ismay to found), and 
later came the Oceanic. Followed the 
Cedric, the Celtic, the Baltic, the Adri- 
atic, one after another of which glided 
from,.Lord Pirrie’s slips out into the 
Atlantic. Then came the Olympic and 
the Titanic, the tragic fate of the lat- 
ter of which, on her maiden voyage, 
proved one of the catastrophies of his- 
tory. When it occured, Lord Pirrie lay 
on a bed of sickness, and it was not 
until’days after that the news was 
broken to him by Lady Pirrie. He would 
have been a passenger by the ill-fated 
liner but for the accidental necessity

are. There is a French fund for this pur- 
pose (but meager, owing to the fast in- 
ereasing number of orphans) whereby the 
mother working at laundry, sewing or 
other occupation may Keep her little brood 
at home.

Glass and Other Substances 
Being Found in Bread 
Almost Daily. 


Macon Ga., April 27.—(Special.)—The 
indications are that Uncle Sam _ will 
take a hand in the local bakery situa- 
tion before long, if complaints of the 
finding of glass and other substances 
in bread continues to make themselves 
heard. While little has been said about 
the matter for obvious reasons, it is a 
fact that reports are made to the po- 
lice practically every day by people 
who have found their bread doctored 
in some way, principally with ground 
or splintered glass. The local newspa- 
bers have “laid off” giving publicity to 
all of these cases with a view to aiding 


the local detective department in locat- 
ing the guilty parties, but so far the 
detectives have been unsuccessful, and 
the reports, backed up with the evi- 
dence, continue to come in. 

The latest case is that of the Parker 
Railway News wrt mene which was 
given a contract to furnish lunches for 
700 drafted men, who passed through 
Macon yesterday for Camp Gordon. To 
fill the contract the news company or- 
dered 700 “Parkér House” rolls from 
a local bakery, but while preparing 
sandwiches to be served to the soldiers 
a@ quantity of glass was found in a 
part of the consignment of the rolls 
and the whole lot was at once con- 
demned by the restaurant manager, 
who at once, began the substitutes of 
biscuits made in his own kitchen and 
none of the rolls were permitted to 
find their way into the hands of Uncle 
Sam’s new soldiers.

To the south belongs the credit of 
having revolutionized naval warfare, 
in that she constructed the first iron- 
Clad ships; the little Manassas, which 
raised for the time being the federai 
blockade of the Mississippi river and 
fought the first naval battle of the 
war, and the Virginia, which fought 
the Monitor in Hampton Roads. 

John Brooks first taught how to 
rifle smooth ball guns, and Hunter 
Davidson first made torpedoes effective 
for attack and defense. 

One of the first—if not the firat— 
submarine was the Hundley, named 
for her builder. Five to seven crews 
were lost in her, and finally Captain 
George Dixon, of the Twenty-first regi- 
ment, with six seamen, blew up the 
Housatanic in Charleston harbor and 
sank with her. 

The roll of honor of the confederate 
navy includes the names of men of 
world-wide fame. I take these state- 
ments from an address delivered before 
Camp 171. Confederate Veterans, of 
Washington, D. C., by Perry M. a 
Leon, formerly an officer in the Con- 
federate states navy, and I wish that 
this pamphlet was available to every 
children's chapter in Georgia, so defi- 
nite and so valuable is the information

ninety-six enemy vessels, interned in 
American waters, were immediately 
seized by government officials. The 
total value of these amounted to more 
than $107,250,000. | 

In proof of the widespread system 
of German espionage and instructions, 
as is outlined in the William Fox Spe- 
cial, “The Kaiser’s Agents Exposed,” 
the crews of these ships did their best 
seo effect serious damage to their ves- 
sels. 

Instructions from the imperial gov- 
ernment had been issued to the ship 
commanders long before the declara- 
tion of hostilities. When war seemed 
certain the crews were set to work 
totaal tf everything in readiness for 
mpairing the machinery of operation. 

On the day of the declaration cap- 
tains of these ships were notified that 
they would be removed to United States 
internment camps within one hour. In 
s0 short a space of time, however, the 
enemy ‘were able to cause material 
damage to the spoils of war. 

In many vessels cylinder heads were 
removed and shaft connections were 
thrown overboard. Others put paint in 
the delicate bearings of their ships. 
As many of these liners had been built 
in German shipyards, it was difficult to 
repair the damage done. In many cases

' ‘In his address before the Georgia Educa- 
f tional association at Savannah last ‘Thurs- 
a day night, which appears in part elsewhere 
e on this page, State Superintendent of Schools 
= M. L. Brittain outlined a program of legisla- 
a ‘tion which, if carried out by the general as- 
© sembly, undoubtedly would work remark- 
> able improvement in the educational facil- 
| ities and the educational standard of this 
y state. 
of There is nothing radical nor revolution- 
i ary in any of Mr. Brittain’s sundry recom- 
a "+ ‘mendations; he proposes no innovation, no, 
a departure from fixed educational standards, 
taking the country as a whole. In fact, not 
- @ meastire he has proposed but has been 
tried, applied and found distinctly advan- 
tageous in other American communities, and 
the absence of which in Georgia is only an 
evidence of the state’s educational short- 
comings and its dereliction to its duty, to 
its citizenship and its rising and future gen- 
| erations. 
—  . First of all, he advocates a general, state- 
_ — wide increase in the scale of teachers’ sala- 
|  ries—something that is urgently needed. 
' He cites an instance—and by no means an 
> unusual one—in which a teacher receiving 
'. $50-a month lost two girls from her fifth 
and sixth grades who quit school in order 
to work in a mill at common Jabor, requir- 
ing no especial skill, no expensive education, 
for $52 a month! And he declared with 
patent correctness that “we are scarcely 
> paying enough to retain the competent, to 
say nothing of making the profession at- 
tractive for the best.” . ‘ 

He also recommended the gemoval of 
all barriers which hold married women, re- 
gardless of educational qualifications and 
pre-nuptial experience, from teaching in our 
public schools. Such barriers do not now 
exist in some Georgia communities, it is 
_true; but all should be free from them, be- 
cause they are, per se, unjust, unreasonable 
and reactionary. 

Furthermore, Mr. Brittain again force 
fully recommended the enactment of the 
bill which has passed the senate, pro 
viding for state-wide county schoo] taxation 

_ 8 &@ means of providing revenue to supple- 
» ment the funds derived for school purposes 
' by the state,:and he reiterated the point 
often emphasized in the past by The Con- 
| stitution to the effect that “even if every 
» dollar received by the state treasury were 
| appropriated solely to the schools, and 
> every state institution were cast adrift” the 
educational facilities of Georgia would still 
- be woefully inadequate without local special 
© school taxation! “We want legislation,” 
5S said Mr. Brittain— 
“hy wilich we can stop the world from 
; saying that Californians love their chil- 
dren six times as much as Georgians love 
theirs, since they spend that much more 
upon the education of each child, by re- 
quiring district, county and town local 
tax, as well as state aid.” § 

The superintendent made a vigorous and 
well-founded plea for legislation intended to 
cleanse the state from the stigma of adult 
illiteracy; also for a bill putting more “teeth” 
in our recently enacted compulsory school 
> attendance law. *This latter, he pointed out, 
| should be made. a matter of state-wide en- 

| forcement, instead of being, as it is, prac- 
p ' tically optionary, in the matter of its en- 
| forcement, with local school boards. 
He also recommended the divorcement of 
the office of county school superintendents 
- from politics, and gave incontrovertible rea- 
gone therefor; and he argued with particular 
' point that women also should be made eli-

corn is the staple agricultural crop, the 
“corn states” he employs being Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Kansas, the two Dakotas, Colorado and 
New Mexico. 

The figures show that in 1915 the ten 
southern states produced 774,045,000 bushels 
of corn, as against 663,405,v00 bushels grown 
by the ten northern and western states; and 
in 1917 the corn production ran to 665,738,- 
000 and 626,817,000 bushels, respectively, in 
the two groups of states. In addition, the 
southern states harvested in 1917 75,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 120,000,000 bushels of 
oats, 26,000,000 bushels of Irish potatoes, 
70,000,000 bushels of sweet potatoes, and 
7,400,000 tons of hay, with no mention be- 
ing made of the enormous production of 
peanuts, beans and other food and feed 
crops. 

It all goes to emphasize the “patriotic 
energy and ardor’’ that is being put forth 
in the “cotton belt” states, and affords cold, 
statistical proof that this section is patri- 
otically responding to the appeals of the 
government for food, more food and stil] 
more food. 

While the showing in the past has been 
creditable, we have by no means reached 
the maximum of the south’s capability, and 
this year’s food crops production must and 
will distance any record of the past.

State School Superintendent Brittain 
Outlines Educational Needs of State 


In an address before the Georgia Educa- 
tional association at Savannah Thursday 
night, State Superintendent of Schools M. lL. 
Brittain advocated higher wages for teach- 
ers, more funds from the state, and local tax- 
ation for the schools. In part, he said: 

“It has been the custom to outline-at this 
annual meeting our educational. needs. The 
unanimous co-operation received from you 
has been of great value to me in pressing 
questions upon the members of our general 
assembly, and so this evening I shall again 
outline to you the measures which seem to 
me to be chiefly needed by our public 
schools at this time. 

“Since 1914 the cost of living has ad- 
vanced 50 per cent. During this time the 
working man from apprentice to superintend- 
ent has received increase in wages. But, in 
spite of the fact that they belong, with one 
exception, to the poorest-paid profession in 
America, in few instances has the pay of 
teachers been advanced. Uncle Sam, him- 
self, is urging their very pupils to accept 
government service at a greater wage than 
their instructors. It is even worse. At a 
recent conference of cotton mill superin- 
tendents, one of them reported that his 
teacher, with a monthly salary of 50, natu- 
rally was having difficulty in securing the 
attendance of some of the largen mill girls 
in the fifth and sixth grades, because they 
were earning $52 a month—$2 more than she 
could get with all her long and careful 
training for her vocation. 

“We are scarcely paying enough to re- 
tain the competent, to say nothing of mak- 
ing the profession attractive to the beast. 
This being the case, the state, city and coun- 
ty must see that the schools do not drift 
into the deadening hands of unsuccessful in- 
tellectuals. Some help can be furnished by 
married women who. fermerly taught and 
were driven from congenial tasks by laws 
which required resignation with matrimony. 
All such regulations should be revoked at 
once and the effort made ta secure the 
services of the best of these trained workers. 

More Funds From the State. 

“The state, county, city and town should 
realize the necessity of providing more 
funds. The state at present has set aside 
$3,200,000 for public schools. The amount 
should be even greater next year. This will 
not be sufficient, however. No other state 
bas ever even thought it could maintain a 
good system of schools by appropriations 
from the state treasury alone. The members 
ef our legislature who desire this must 
think that all that-is necessary is to increase 
the appropriation some thousands or some 
hundreds of thousands so that a few days 
or a few weeks can be added to the present 
scanty so-called free term. Our hardest task 
is to make them see that this is utterly in- 
adequate; would be so even if every dollar 
received by the state treasury were appro- 
priated solely to the schools, and every old 
veteran, lunatic and other state institution 
were cast adrift. Every other state has found 
that it)must have local initiative and aid to 
give proper educational advantages, and 
Georgia will prove no exception. However 
unpleasant, it is a duty to show this by 
actual facts. 

“Compare DeKalb and Carroll counties in 
north Georgia. DeKalb, during tie five years 
she has had local tax, has gone far ahead of 
Carroll. Leaving out their respective toun- 
ty seats, which have excellent systems, look 
at the difference. Every citizen of DeKalb 


access to a good school with terms of 
oamnar len . The rural parts of Carroll, 
with as good or better land, have infertor— 
markedly inferior—schools, because of lean- 
ing on the state as a crutch and doing little 
or nothing from the county in the way of 
furnishing educational advantages to her 
children. Carroll is beginning to see this, 
and to correct it. The same comparison may 
besmade with south Georgia counties—Ter- 
rell and Toombs, for instance. Throughout 
the former there are nine months’ school all 
over the county. Outside of Lyons, Toombs 
mainly on the state, and naturally 
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which is rapidly giving Mitchell patrons 160 
per cent better school opportunities than 
those possessed by the neighboring counties, 
depending solely on the state treasury for 
school support. Fifty-four counties have 
realized such facts through the constant 
campaign maintained from the state depart- 


yment. Pass the senate bill allowing the con- 


stitution to be amended for this purpose and 
we shall have a statesmanlike measure that 
will mean definite efficiency and progress, 
worth more than any increase the state 
treasury could bear. 

Equalization for Weak Counties. 
“The argument will be made that we have 
some few counties so poor that, even with 
local taxation added to state aid, they could 
not have efficient schools. This is true, and 
should be provided for. An equalization fund, 
as recommended last year, should be appro- 
priated to see that an equal term and salary 
wage for teachers may be secured even by 
the weakest community. One hundred thou- 
sand dollars set aside from the regular state 
school fund for rural communities would cor- 
rect much marked injustice in this state. 
While some counties now have barely five 
months’, others have eight or nine months’ 
free public school term each year. We want 
legislation by which we can stop the world 
from saying that Californians love their 
children six times as much as Georgians 
love theirs, since they spend that much more 
upon the education of each child, by requir- 
ing district, county and town local , as 
well as state aid. The contention that we 
can give our children ‘proper educational ad- 
vantages from the state treasury alone makes 
us ridiculous in the eyes of every educationa! 
authority from Maine to Texas 

“The principle of equalization, requiring 
the strong to help the weak, is right for the 
nation as well as for each commonwealth. 
There are some states in this union ten times 
as able financially as others. Literally, I 


mean that some can secure ten dollars for 
educational work with the same means that 
certain others can get one. The only way to 
remedy this inequality in wealth is by ap- 
propriation from the national treasury. It is 
the nation’s business as well as the state's 
to see that the citizen is trained—at least 
as much as it is to improve the. roads, and 
the large number of soldiers among those 
drafted who could not read and write makes 
us realize this as never before. 
Illiteracy. 

“Again, it is a duty to recommend an illite 
eracy commission. Our laws make it legal 
to educate pupils from 6 to 18 years only 
with public school funds. A commission 
should be appointed and furnished with 
enough money to give training in evening 
and day classes to those who were denied 
the opportunity of educational advantages 
in youth. The legislature of North Carolina 
has appropriated $5,000 for this purpose. 
With the aid of private funds furnished chief- 
ly by Savannah ladies efforts were made 
some time ago with success in half a dozen 
counties. This work should be done system- 
atically and planned to cover the whole state 
until there is no man or woman in Georgia 
but can at least read and write the English 
language. As shown by the 1910 figures, 
only Louisiana, North and South Carolina, 
Alabama, Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia 
had more white illiterates, and Louisiana, 
Alabama and South Carolina only had a 
larger per cent from the negro race than 
Georgia. 

“Two years ago we secured a compulsory 
education law. It was mild in character, 
but was the strongest it was possible to get 
through the legislature. Weak as it was, it 
was in advance of public sentiment, as shown 
by the facts in 90 per cent of Georgia. State- 
wide in application, it yet left its enforce- 
ment practically in the hands of the local 
educational authorities. The Georgia law is 
already superior to that of most of the 
southern states about us, but should be 
amended by a ye each board of educa- 
tion to enforce it on penalty of withdrawing 
funds. This law must have ‘more teeth’ if the 
citizens of the future are to be protected. 

County Superintendents of Schools. 

“In 1909 the legislature passed a law re- 
quirigg county superintendents of schools to 
be elected by the people. It was a cheap 
piece of demaegogic legislation, and, while 
its addition to the,mumber of candidates un- 
@oubtedly pleased ward heelers and the 
other mildewed men who infest political 
campaigns, it was reactionary and hurtful to 
the educational interests of the state.

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Seen and Heard 
in Washington

Washington, April 27.—(Special.)—The 
other day I referred to the fact that official 
Washington now thinks only in millions. 
Every day it is becoming mere apparent. 
The house appropriation committee works 
day and night on appropriation bills, for this 
and that, in sums of money that stagger the 
ordinary mind. Many of these are necessary. 
of course. With a war expense of more than 
a billion dollars a month, and growing at 
the rate of a thousand dollars an hour: 
with Uncle Sam the banker for the allies: 
with stupendous preparation programs un- 
der way—of course the demands for money 
are beyond the conception of a mere indi- 
vidual, even a Rockefeller or a Schwab. The 
chairman of the appropriation committee. 
who is as good a democrat as Kentucky ever 
produced, has been buckling down to the 
tasks, patient, perhaps nervous, but ever 
willing to go as far as the law allows in 
stretching his judgment to the demands of 
officials of the government, who claim 
the exigencies of war, and the demands of 
preparedness make various appropriations 
necessary, and so on. But his restraint broke 
out of harness this week. He could contro! 
his feelings no longer, and he told congress 
a thing or two about how matters are 
drifting. He didn’t say much, but he spoke 
a volume. Speaking to the bill to fix prices 
on certain minerals and guarantee those 
prices over a given time to the extent of 
paying the miners any deficits between the 
selling prices and the guaranteed prices,

It is expected to obey the 
mandate, and particularly the recent man- 
date of congress, and it tries to do it, and 
the very men who one moment vote an au- 
thorization and compel the committee to ap- 
propriate moneys the next moment condemn 
the committee and the congress and the ad- 
ministration for the expenditure of money 
along lines which are not warranted. We have 
gotten into the habit that every time some 
gentleman, either in the cabinet or in a 
department, out of an _  over-enthusiasm 
touching his activities, considers that it is 
necessary to do something, to introduce a 
bill and carry $50,000,000 or $150,000,000 or 
$350,000,000, as the man happens to be writ- 
| ing at the time seems to think. There are 
, enough wild, crazy proposals coming before 
the committee on appropriations, some of 
them recommended by high officials in the 
government, to make one wonder whether 
we can manufacture printing presses fast 
enough to print the money, because that is 
the only way we can pay the bill. We cannot 
pay it with real money. We will have to 


develop the gold and silver mining industrv 
away beyond anything that this bill can do 
in order to get money to pay for every new 
socialistic scheme that is in the head of 
some head of a department in this govern- 
ment, and I b this house to pause before 
it is swept off its feet by agitatora of every 
special interést in this country.

Must Make Good. 


The judge advocate general of the war 
department has just handed down a num- 
ber of decisions, one of which in particular 
is extremely important in the south, where 
SO many camps and cantonments are located.

“A contractor agreed with the govern- 
ment to deliver a large quantity of hay at 
a southern cantonment. The contractor ar- 


ranged to purchase the hay in Michigan, 
but, owing to inability to obtain cars, was 
unable to make the deliveries called for by 
the contract. The price of hay having, in 
the meantime, materially advanced, the con- 
tractor now seeks to have the contract can- 
celed. Held, that the war department has 
no legal right to cancel the contract. The 
contractor would not have been entitled to 
cancel his contract had it been made with 
@ private party, and the construction of the 
contract cannot be different because it is 
made with the government. Where relief 
is sought on the ground of hardship, the 
application should be made to congress and 
not to the war department.”

“At the last session of the general assem- 
bly the act required by the federal authori- 
ties was passed enabling us to take advan- 
tage of the aid extended to the public schools 
for vocational education. The state board 
was appointed by the governor and immedi- 


ately arranged to meet the rather difficult 
requirements of the United States officials. 
The plan of the Georgia board was among 
the first approved and a check for $21,000 
was received last December, the first aid we 
have ever received from the United States 
treasury for elementary and secondary edu-. 
cation. This was one-half the appropriation 
to this state for the first year, and has been 
given already to the schools meeting the 
conditions required for training in agricul- 
ture, home economics and trades and indus- 
tries. Besides the financial aid thus extend- 
ed, we shall derive most decided benefit from 
the expert supervisors who will inspect and 
certify as to the quality of the instruction 
given. Aid is withdrawn from any schoo! 
not measuri up to the standards required. 
Especially will the district agricultural 
schools derive advantage from this inspec- 
tion and certification, though it will brace 
the educational work in many ways besides 
emphasizing the industrial and practical side 
of education. The aid extended will increase 
from $41,50Q@ this year to $62,000 next 
Other Legislation, 

“We need a state board of examiners 
with complete authority for the holding and 
grading of examinations. Our schoo] laws 
should be codified, arranged and systema- 
tized by authority of the legislature. There 
are many gaps and repetitions naturally, 


since 1877. Additional schools for defectives 
should be established, and especially those - 
for subnormal children. The library work 
should be aided. The salaries and expense 
fund of the supervisors should be made 
larger. Towns in counties with local taxa- 
tion should be allowed & greater rate than 
the rest of the county where they wish to 
tax themselves for this purpose. These 
things we need. They will cost, of course: 
but tt is just as patriotic to train our chil- 
dren properly for efficient lives as to sub- 
scribe for war funds. 


“We have been called on to help with 
increased food production, conservation. 
thrift stamps, Red Cross and other war 
service. ‘very teacher worthy of the name 
will respond. 

“Each schoolhouse should be a communi- 


ty center to teach patriotism and to give 
proper information as to the cause and real 
meaning of this war to every citizen. The 
teachers as public officials should encourage 
the thrift stamp and Red Cross work and 
place renewed emphasis during these times 
upon food production and conservation.

The Altied Strength. 


Now, what have the allies to meet 
this storm? What gid they have a 
month ago? The case of the: British 
has occupied world attention for many 
weeks. The reiterated assertions that 
the British were overwhelmingly out- 
numbered has provoked much curiosity.

1,000,000 men in Britain, but of these 
half are convalescent wotinded and a 


quarter are new men being frained, to 
use General Maurice's recent figures, 
which would leave only 250,000 actual- 
ly embodied in divisions and some por- 
tion of these must haye been rushed 
to France after the collapse of the 
fifth army. Another 1,000,000 may be 
set down to “Side Shows,” Italy, Sa- 
lonika, Palestine and Mesopotamia. 
British Divisions Stronger. 

All told, sixty British divisions at the 
most have been fighting 90 German 
divisions; but the British divisions are 
stronger than the German. With the 
British have been from ten to tewenty 
French divisions, who have fought with 
87 German divisions, in part with the 
British and in part alone. It would 
not seem, therefore, that the allies have 
been overwhelmingly outnumbered, as 
five Belgian and two Portuguese divi- 
sions have been used, also against the 
127 German divisions. And there must 
still remain some forty French divi- 
sions of the Army of Maneuver as well 
as fifty or sixty divisions en the bal- 
ance of the line, which can be used to 
replace exhausted divisions, just as the 
Germans can draw upon 70 similiar di- 
visions. 

But the big question remains which 
of the contestants can refill its wast- 


age more promptly and more frequent- 
ly. Again, it would seem to be the! 
allies, provided we do our part. Foch’s | 
army of maneuver, with its forty or; 
more divisions, may be kept intact, or | 
it may be further weakened by the. 
necessity of going to the aid of the 
hard-pressed British. But, as the con- 
flict goes on, both sides will be worn 
down and neither may be left at the 
end of the campaign in a position to 
strike, although the German is sure 
to have fewer numbers at that time, | 
if he makes no big captures. 


America Holds Balance. 

This situation may, however, be/| 
avoided if America can put 500,000 men 
in line by July 1 and 760,000 by Octo- 
ber ‘1. Then the German will find 
himself with, his reserves exhausted, 


his divisions worn out, without ade- 
quate resources for refitting them, and 


r= wilt find that on‘the enemy side | 


many new American divisions are ready 
for some sort of fighting. 

As it stands, the German cannot 
count on more than 220 divisions, the 
allies can count upon 60 British, 100 
French, 6 Belgian and 2 Portuguese, 
British troops withdrawn from the 
‘Bide Shows’ or sent over from Brit- 
ain may bring the total up to 70 for 
the British. But beyond this there 
can be only such increase as is sup- 
plied by the Italians and the Ameri- 
cans. Our troops over there now, ac- 
cording to the Germans, have the val- 
ue of 18 German divisions, and the al- 
lies all told must have the equivalent 
of at least 200, and probably the full 
220 German divisions, given the dif- 
ference in divisional strength, but this 
means, as I said before, that both sides 
may wear out all their reserves before 
the conflict is over and our allies be 
uneble to make a counter stroke at the 
the close, if we do not act promptly 
and send as many troops over as possi- 
ble. 

As it stands, and for the reasons I 
have tried to indicate, no one of the 
armies can in the campaign of this 
year much increase ita number of di- 
visions and the number of divisions 
is approximately equal. Italian and 
American divisions arriving can éup- 
ply the necessary advantage in num- 
bers and our relatively slightly train- 
ed troops can be used'‘in quiet sectors, 
organized with French brigades to re- 
lease other French brigades. As for 
the Italian troops, they will be far 
more nearly ready for immediate use 
anywhere. 


Problem ef Attrition. 


The problem of attrition is to wear 
out the German reserves behind the 


‘divisions in the field, while prevent- 
‘ing the German from obtaining de- 


cisive results. He has lost between 
300.000 and 400,000 men, the British 
and French together have not lost 
above 300,000, althoungh the British 
loss in prisoners has been fairly high 
and this represents permanent wast- 
age, for these wil) not retur: until 
the end of the war, while the ‘ierman 
will get most of his wounded back 


this year. But by dividing the loss 
amo several nations, the allies will 
bear it more easily than the German, 
who must bear it all himself. 
Another month @nd another 300,000 
casualties will at least use up nearly 
half of all the reserves the German 
can have and it may take three- 
uarters. His troops will suffer from 
the rapid deterioration of quality as 
the divisions are made over. He hae 
already used some divisions twice and 
several three times. He has _ with- 
drawn seventy divisions of the 127 em- 
ployed, but the larger part of these 
are still capable of immediate use. On 
the other hand, there are not a few 
divisions which will not reappear for 
at least three months and these will 
hardly get back in time for the de- 
cisive of the present battle. 


We Can Defeat Germans. 


If the German can force his ene- 
mies to use up their divisions as 
rapidly as he is using up his, then at 
the end, if we and the Italians de 
not get there in sufficient numbes., 
the battle will terminate in a draw, 
with both sides exhausted and the 
German claiming gains in territory, 
prisoners and gune as evidence of his 
victory and starting new peace propa- 
ganda based on arguments that he is 
invincible and in one more campaign 
can complete what he has begun. But 
if the American divisions have arrived 
in sufficient numbers to insure to the 
allies a real reserve, a powerful anmy 
of maneuver, when the time to strike 
comes, then the German may be de- 
feated absolutely, not merely prevent- 
ed from winning a decisive victory. 

But Foch cannot risk a counter 
6troke until German reserves have 
been diminished below the danger 


point, and there is no present sign 


that this point has been passed. On 
the contrary. the losses of both sides 
have been terrific and the German 
loss, while certainly the greater, has 
not been sufficiently greater to 
change the balance much, as between 
the two forces He has still the 
initiative and will probably strike 
again. If we knew exactly how 
many divisions Foch has used against 
the 127 divisions Hindenburg has put 
in we could estimate the time element. 
It would be clear how near we were 
getting to the moment when the al- 
lies could take the offensive, but we 
can only speculate on this now and 
even speculation does not suggest that 
the German ig in dire straits because 
of losses or has yet been compelled 
to give up the great gamble on which 
he embarked just one month ago.

Superior OCencentration. 


The German struck with the advan- 
tage of a superior concentration at 
the point of attack. He had forty di- 
visions against 14 and 60 against less 
than 25 in the first days. He used 93 
at the Somme first and last, where the 
allies probably used lesa than half as 
many. But this great advance was due, 
not to his numbers so much as tp his 
succeés in breaking through the allied 
line before the allies could counter- 
concentrate and this was an accident 
of war. The British fifth army failed 
in its mission. But, despite his initial 
advantage, the German was pinned 
down six days later by forces still far 
his inferior, for the French did not use 
above ten divisions, and even if the 
whole of the British reserve divisions 
with the army of maneuver were 
drawn upon, this weuld not add more 
than ten more, while the British third 
army was only partially engaged and 
not until the main drive had been 
halted. 

It is not true, then, that the allies 
are outnumbered, but it is true that 
they chose to hold their lines relatively 
lightly against the storm, that, as a re- 
sult, one ‘army was broken, although 
in part, through mistakes of command 
and beeause of poor staff work. Three 
French divisions at Verdun held 17 Ger- 
man divisions within five miles for six 
days. But 14 British divisions failed 
to hold 40 German divisions within 30 
miles in the same time. 

If the British have 60 divisions in 
France, conteining at least 1,000,000 
men, they must have another 1,000,000 
of reserves in the depota to refill wast- 
age gaps, and they have 250,000 on 
communications and in non-fighting 
work.

WHEN GOOD MEN LEAVE

SOME CIGAR DEALERS — 
USING WRONG PRICES 


Malone Says Retailers Should 
Make Fair Profit---Smokers 
Are Usually Reasonable. 


~~ 


T. P. Lewis, one of the Capital City 
Tobacco company’s best salesmen, who 
narrowly escaped sérious injury when 
his automobile turned turtle some ten 


days ago, has almost recovered from 
the gesulté of the accident. Mr. Malone 
says he has been laying off for a week, 
in order to collect his accident insur- 
ance. In the meantime, J. N. Alexius, 
who was in the car with Mr. Lewis 
when it turned over, went out and cov- 
ered Mr. Lewis’ territory for him the 
past week. 

Mr. Malone has recently returned 
from a trip through south Georgia, and 
was much pleased with the great prog- 
ress that has been made in that portion 
of the state. He saw many fine, big 
farms, in a high state of cultivation, 
being conducted in a modern and up- 
to-date manner. The majority of these 
farms, he said, had been entirely freed 
from stumps, and gave every evidence 
of the progressive spirit of their own- 
ers. 

“Some of the cigar dealers in south 
Georgia,” said Mr. Malone, ‘‘are not get- 
ting the proper retail prices for their 
cigars. Cigars that formerly retaliled 
for 5 cents have been advanced in 
cost by the government tax so that 
they should be sold for six cents if the 
dealer is to make a profit. It is abso- 
lutely impossible today to make a cigar 
to retail for 5 cents, and make it of 
the same quality of tobacco and work- 
manship that was formerly used 
cigars of this price. Even though a 
few consumers complain, and state that 
they will not buy cigars at 6 cents, the 
retailer should realize that the 6-cent 
cigar has come to stay. It ts an abso- 
lute fact that those retailers who fail 
to charge 6 cents for the cigar formerly 
solid at 5 are doing one of two things; 
they are selling their customers in- 
ferior cigars, or they are doing business 
at a loss. The latter alternative is not 
fair to themselves nor fair to the coun- 
try, because it is absolutely necessary 
for every one to make a profit, in order 
to be able to pay the government taxes, 
and these taxes are highly important 
to the government just now. 

“In some cases, the retailer is not 
a merchant, but is just a storekeeper, 
without the grit to do what he knows 
he should do, and allows the customer 
to dictate what he will pay for the 
dealer’s cigars. 

“On the other hand,’ céntinued Mr. 
Malone, “there are some dealers who 
are charging 7 cents for the 6-cent 
cigar, and 12 cents for the 1l1l-cent ci- 
gar, and this is quite as bad as the man 
who does not charge enough. The cigar 
retailer is entitled to, and should, make 
a profit on his goods. The cigar buyer 
is not different from other people; he 
naturally likes to get his cigars at as 
low cost as possible; but, usually, he is 
a responsible person, and expects the 
retailer to make a fair profit, and the 
retailer who fails to do this is needless- 
ly doing business at a loss, and at the 
same time ruining the business of other 
retailers.”

WIN-THE-WAR SPIRIT 
IN BUSINESS LETTERS 


Secretary Redfield Recom- 
mends That Letters Show 
_ Patriotic Support. 


“See that a win-the-war spirit gets 
into your business letters” is the slogan 
of a movement launched by the de- 
Partment of commerce to remind busi- 
mess men that the every-day basiness 
letter is a most effective instrument 
for creating confidence in the govern- 
ment’s war policies and for inspiring 
others with the determination to see 
the war through at any cost. 


“The idea was first brought forward 
in connection with American business 
letters to foreign countries,” says Sec- 
retary Redfield. “The volume of our 
foreign business mail is very large. It 
reaches firms in all but the enemy 
countries. For the most part it is read 


by those who are for us, but you may-~ 


be sure that it reaches many who doubt 
our success and many who are at heart 
against us. I am’ sure that every for- 
eign business man who opens an Amer- 
ican letter is quick to detect even the 
slightest indication of the writer’s feel- 
ings on the conduct of the war and its 
outcome. 

“It is of the utmost importance there- 
fore that the American business _Jet- 
ter breathe confidence in -every line. 
f the manufacturer or exporter féels 
that he has a just grievance against 
restrictions imposed on his trade, by 
all means let him go right to head- 
quarters and register as emphatic com- 
plaint as he feels is justified. But he 
certainly should not carry the matter 
into-his business letters. It is sure to 
create an entirely, erroneous impres- 
sion in some minds. 

“Let the American business man 
make known to the whole world that 
he is for this war and that he is going 
to see it through, regardléss of incon- 
venience, loss of money, or anything 
else. Every manufacturer ought to be 
fearless in expressing his sentiments 
even though he may be writing to a 
concern whose sympathies he may sus- 
pect are not wholly with us. Don’t 
give a foreign concern the idea that 
you are apologizing*for your govern- 
ment’s restrictions or that you are 
chafing, under them. Spread the im- 
pression, the absolutely correct impres- 
sion, that over here we are backing 
this war unqualifiedly.”

How much does 
each rat destroy?

Washington, April 27.—(Special.)—~ 
The Council of National Defense has 
called upon the state councils of de- 
fense im all of the southeastern states 
where there are systems of good roads 
radiating from one or more large cities 
in each state, urging an ‘immediate sur- 
vey looking to the establishment just 
as quickly as hbracticable of motor 
truck express lines. This is made im- 
perative, as a war measure, as by the 


establishment of these lines it is urged 
that production will be materially in- 
creased, the farmers will be relieved of 
hauling their products to town, thus 
conserving Tarm labor, and additional! 
food will be made available by tapping 
farm communities which have no other 
good shipping facilities. 

Following is from a copy of the 
hurry call that has been forwarded to 
the Georgia State Council: 

“It is important that this work be 
done promptly as the agrictltural year 
is well under way, and if the rural 
motor express is to perform its fullest 
service, farmers must be able to count 
upon its help this year. Will you, there- 
fore, return within the next week the 
inclosed franked questionnaire as to 
the name and membership of your 
committee and your plans for this sur- 
vey? Should your transporting com- 
mittee not have a member particularly 
interested in highways transportation, 
we suggest that you delegate the mat- 
ter to a special committee, which 
should include the representative of 
the state agricultural college, the state 
highways department, and state cham- 
ber of commerce. 

“The highways transport committee 
will at once go over this material as 
a basis of further recommendations. Do 
not wait for_ these recommendations, 
however. AS soon as the survey is 
complete proceed at once to secure the 
organization of such rural motor ex- 
press lines as are proved necessary in 
your state.”

rily most important thing to be done, 
and it is treating it, in a large way, as

To say that Abbott is a “live -wire,” 
or to characterise him a “human dy- 
namo,” would be.to employ a trite ex- 
pression; but nothing else than a com- 
bination of the t exactly fits him. 
The dynamo origindtes energy, the live 
wire carrieg it to the point of applica- 
tion. Abbott intensely performs both 
of these functions concurrently, and, 
then, in a way that make one wonder. 
He is there ahead of himself to meet

He conceived and put into operation 
the plan of carrying the cattle tick 
fight to the rural public schools.

It was on January 25 that he started 
his schoolhouse campaign.

162 counties. 

The landowners’ association, repre- 
senting more than 2,000,00 acres of land 
in south Georgia counties, still tick- 
infested. wae organized less than a year 
ago for the comprehenstve purpose of 
hastening the rural upbuilding of the 
state. This it is trying to accomplish, 
first of all. by building up the live stock 
industry; and to that end it is preach- 
ing the doctrine of more and better 
cattle, hogs and sheep; and, as a conse- 
quent requisite, more general oultiva- 
tion of now waste acreage, and better 
and more intensive methods of diverai- 
fied farming for the production of food 
and feedstuffs for man and deast. In

The association may be said to owe 
its ereation directly to two buge—the 
boll weevil and the cattle tick. 

Of course, like every other organiza-

mediately aimed toward helping to win 
the war. It is doing this by promot- 
ing the “more food production” doc- 
trine, which comes in the direct coursé 
of ite original code of procedure.

Fighting these two bugs, it is using a 
distinct weapon against each: Against 
the first, disdain; against the latter, the 
dipping vat 

In other words, it would kill the boll 
weevil by not planting cotton upon 
which for him to feed, but food crops 


and stock feed crops to sustain live’ 


stoék with which to more than com- 
pensate . diminution in the cotton 
production in the weevil-scourged 
areas, and it would kill the tick—which 
is d4lmost as deadly & menace to cattle 
as the weevil is to cotton—by dipping 
him in a scientifically prepared arsen- 
ical solutian while he is gorging and 
waxing fat upon the blood of hig prey. 

It fa not necessary hére to review the 
turbulent history of the dipping vat 
in Georgia. Suffice to merely recall that 
from the very first it has met with no 
small measure of aggressive opposi- 
tion intermixed with the approbation 
and 66-operative indorsement it has re- 
ceived. And by “dipping vat’ is meant 
the entire program of tick-eradication 
activities. Vatse have been dynamited; 
lives have been thréatened; men have 
been jailed and fined, in éxpression and 
as @ result of that opposition. It has 
colored politicos, invaded courts, influ-

The bulls are to be given outright 
to the schools winning them, with only 
one cOndition attached: That if re- 
tained by the schools they are to be 
kept on tick-free promises and away 
from tick-infested cattle, or, in. case 
a school winning a bull desires to sell

Guarantee that the premises upon which 
it will be kept are frea from tick in- 
festation. The monetary profit acceru- 
ing to the school, either through fre 
tention of ownership or through the 
gale of its bull, must be expended for 
library or other etfictly educational 
purposes. 

Wayne county already has completed 
ite “returns,” submitting a large num- 
ber of s6ompetitive essays. This is the 
first county to respond with its “case” 
complete, although hundreds of boys 
and girls in every other county within 
the purview of the campaign are busily 
engaged in preparing papers to be sub- 
mitted in competition. In fact, Wayne's 
Alertness i4 intended only the more to 
enthuse the other counties with the 
spirtt of contest, and to quicken their 
determination to succeed. 

Thus is public interest enlisted in the 
plans and purposes of the anti-tick 
crusade; and thus is whetted juvenile 
interest in the study of the miserable

Young English Officer 
Shows His Mettle By In- 
stinctive Knowledge of 
What His Men Expect.
